Judg e Joseph P. Kinneary scheduled 
the hearing Friday after m eeting with 
Reichel and attorney s representing the 
Ohio D em ocratic Party , Secretary of 
State Ted W. Brown, and Ohio’s 25 
Democratic electors. 
The D em ocratic electors are slated 
to cast their ballots for Jim m y C arter 
when the Ohio conting ent m eets Dec. 
13 in the Ohio House cham ber. 
Reichel and other g roups earlier this 
week asked the secretary of state to 
uiitiate his investig ation of the alleg ed 
fraud. Their charg es center prim arily 
around a voter reg istration drive put 
on last sum m er and early fall by 
D em o crats 
and 
m ajo r 
labor 
org anizations which backed C arter. 
Among other thing s, the plaintiffs 
m aintain new voters were sig ned up 
from abandoned or non-ex istent ad- 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Cy rus R. 
Vance, the establishm ent Wall Street 
lawy er nam ed by President-elect C ar­ 
ter to be his secretary of state, is a 
man used to carry ing out policy , not 
creating it. 


The 59 -y ear-old West Virg inia native 
has deep and varied ex perience in 
foreig n affairs, but alway s as a No.2, a 
chief of staff. Given his previous state­ 
m ents, th at is ex actly what C arter 
wants. 


The President-elect told the Senate 
Foreig n Relations Committee in a 
private m eeting two weeks ag o that “ I 
intend to appoint a strong and com­ 
petent secretary of state, but ... I will 
be the president and I will represent 
the country in foreig n affairs.” 
C arter evidently intends to return to 
the practice followed by Presidents 
John F. Kennedy and R ichard M. 
Nix on in using the national security 
adviser as the main source of foreig n 
policy advice , leaving th e S tate 
D epartm ent to provide information 
and carry out directives. 
In any event, C arter clearly wants 
Vance to be low-key . A m ajor cam ­ 
paig n issue raised by C arter was the 
dominance display ed by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissing er over Ameri­ 
can foreig n policy . He strong ly 
criticized Kissing er for being “ a I-one 
Rang er” in conducting the nation’s 
diplomacy .

Vance is an old friend, C arter said, 
and “ a level-headed, com petent g ood 
m a na g e r.”

With the jobless rate now at 8.1 per 
cent, it will be “ more difficult to 
achieve the unemploy ment g oal of 6.5 
per cent by the end of the nex t y ear,” 
sa« d Jerry Jasinowski, who heads 
C arter’s transition g roup for economic 
policy . 


“ I don’t think we’ll g ive up on that 
g oal, but I think we’ll have more work 
cut out for us,” he said in a telephone 
interview. 
Meanwhile, at a news conference, 
C arter said “the prim ary threat in this 
nex t four y ears is with continued 
unemploy ment ....” 
He said he is alm ost certain he will 
recom m end action to g et the economy 
moving ag ain soon after he takes office 
on Jan. 20. 
“ The likelihood is the economy will 
need help,” C arter said. But he added 
he will wait until about Jan. 1 before 
deciding what kind of help he will 
recom m end, and how much. 
In the m eantim e, he said he and his 
staff will be developing “conting ency 
plans" to have ready when he does 
decide. 
C arter has said previously he would 
consider tax reductions, special job- 
c re a ting p ro g ra m s or both.

Alfonso G. Calderon said he will visit 
today with the m ilitant peasants, who 
are dem anding the land for them ­ 
selves, and will ask them to end the 
takeover of private farm s and allow 
work to return to normal. 
Calderon told reporters at an airport 
news conference Friday he had been 
assured during a visit to Mex ico City 
that the new adm inistration of P resi­ 
dent Izjpez Portillo “ is g oing to resolve 
all the petitions for land presented by 
the cam pesinos (peasants).” 
The sq uatters, whose num ber has 
been put at any thing from 3,200 to 
9 ,000, beg an moving onto about 100,000 
acres of land Wednesday , the day 
Lopez 
P o rtillo w as installed as 
p re side nt, 
succeeding 
Luis 
Echeverría. 
Spokesmen for the landowners said 
the cam pesinos hijacked tractors, cut 
off irrig ation and blocked roads to 
farm m arkets. They said the sq uatters 
were arm ed with shotg uns, rifles and 
m achetes. 
Two farm ers, brothers Jorg e and 
Julio Andujo, were reported held for

before 
being 
released 
unharm ed by a band of peasants. 
Calderon said he would g o into the 
fields and try to convince the cam ­ 
pesino leaders “to desist from this 
activity and perm it the farm ers to 
work norm ally .”

Tuesday Hearing 
Set On Challenge 
To Ohio Election 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Defeated 
political parties alleging fraud in 
Ohio’s presidential election Nov. 2 will 
get a hearing in U.S. District Court 
here next Tuesday. 


Richard G. Reichel, Massillon at­ 
torney, and others are seeking an 
injunction to halt Ohio’s participation 
on Wednesday in the U.S. Electoral 
College. 


Reichel also is asking in his class 
action suit that the court order a new 
presidential election in Ohio. 
He filed it Nov. 26 on behalf of the 
Republican, U.S. I-abor and American 
parties. 
Judge Joseph P. Kinneary scheduled 
the hearing Friday after meeting with 
Reichel and attorneys representing the 
Ohio Democratic Party, Secretary of 
State Ted W. Brown, and Ohio’s 25 
Democratic electors. 
The Democratic electors are slated 
to cast their ballots for Jimmy Carter 
when the Ohio contingent meets Dec. 
13 in the Ohio House chamber. 
Reichel and other groups earlier this 
week asked the secretary of state to 
initiate his investigation of the alleged 
fraud. Their charges center primarily 
around a voter registration drive put 
on last summer and early fall by 
D em ocrats 
and 
m ajor 
labor 
organizations which backed Carter. 
Among other things, the plaintiffs 
maintain new voters were signed up 
from abandoned or non-existent ad­ 


dresses, and that the AF I/-CIO and 
others registered voters iii factories, 
union halls, and at other places not 
accessible to the general public. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Thomas V. Martin, 
who sat in on Friday’s meeting in 
Kinneary’s chambers, said he planned 
to meet this weekend with Robert 
McAlister of Columbus, representing 
the Ohio 
Democratic 
Party, 
and 
Howard 
Fink, 
counsel 
for 
the 
Democratic electors. He said it is 
likely they will file a motion for 
dismissal of the case. 
Martin 
is 
representing Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown. 
He said he understood the suit is 
similar to legal actions which have 
been filed in about IO other states. 
Meanwhile, the secretary of state’s 
office repotted Friday that its recount 
of Ohio’s presidential votes virtually 
had been completed, and that Carter’s 
narrow margin of victory, mounting 
all this week, had increased even 
more. 
With all but 360 of the state’s 12,981 
precincts recounted, or 97 per cent, 
Carter had a total of 2,011,621 com­ 
pared to 2,000, 504 for President 
Ford—an edge of 11,117. 
The president-elect had a 9 ,1133-vote 
plurality when the recount started at 
Republican request last Monday. 
The recount, described as "all but 
over" by Asst. Secretary of State 
James Marsh, is expected to be 
completed the first of next week. 
Vance Adm inistrator, 
Not Globe-Trotter 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Cyrus R. 
Vance, the establishment Wall Street 
lawyer named by President-elect Car­ 
ter to be his secretary of state, is a 
man used to carrying out policy, not 
creating it. 


The 59-year-old West Virginia native 
has deep and varied experience in 
foreign affairs, but always as a No.2, a 
chief of staff. Given his previous state­ 
ments, that is exactly what Carter 
wants. 


Hie President-elect told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee in a 
private meeting two weeks ago that “I 
intend to appoint a strong and com­ 
petent secretary of state, but ... I will 
be the president and I will represent 
the country in foreign affairs.” 
Carter evidently intends to return to 
the practice followed by Presidents 
John F. Kennedy and Richard M. 
Nixon in using the national security 
adviser as the main source of foreign 
policy advice, leaving the State 
Department to provide information 
and carry out directives. 
In any event, Carter clearly wants 
Vance to be low-key. A major cam­ 
paign issue raised by Carter was the 
dominance displayed by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger over Ameri­ 
can foreign policy. He strongly 
criticized Kissinger for being "a I-one 
Ranger” in conducting the nation’s 
diplomacy. 
Both Carter and Vance made it clear 
Friday when the President-elect an­ 
nounced the appointment in Plains, 
Ga., that Kissinger’s whirling dervish 


style of personal diplomacy will be 
abandoned. 
"I think the amount of travel that 
Mr. Vance would do would be fairly 
minimal,” Carter said. 
Vance speaks with experience as a 
ball carrier. His first major govern­ 
ment role came in 1961 as general 
counsel for the Defense Department. 
He was elevated to secretary of the 
Army a year later, followed in 1964 by a 
promotion to the Pentagon’s No. 2 
position, deputy secretary of defense. 
He resigned in 1967, turning down the 
defense secretary’s job, because of a 
bad back and to assume a position with 
a Wall Street law firm. But he con­ 
tinued to serve President Lyndon B. 
Johnson off-and-on, first as a special 
negotiator in Cyprus in 1967, then in a 
Similar position in Korea. 
In 1968 and 1969, he was the No. 2 
American negotiator for the Vietnam 
peace talks in Paris. 
He also acted as Johnson’s personal 
representative during the Detroit race 
riot. 
Carter had warm words for Vance in 
his statement, but he emphasized the 
technical and administrative aspects 
of the incoming secretary. 
Vance is an old friend, Carter said, 
and "a level-headed, competent good 
m anager.” 
The 
incoming 
chief 
executive added that Vance is "a 
superb adviser, negotiator.” 
Carter and Vance also touched on a 
few specific foreign policy issues and 
the Presidentelect showed that he 
intended to keep Vance under his 
direction. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The wor­ 
sening economic situation will make it 
harder for President-elect Carter to 
reach his 1977 unemployment goal, one 
of his top economic aides says. 


With the jobless rate now at 8.1 per 
cent, it will be “more difficult to 
achieve the unemployment goal of 6.5 
per cent by the end of the next year," 
said Jerry Jasinowski, who heads 
Carter’s transition group for economic 
policy. 


“ I don’t think we’ll give up on that 
goal, but I think we’ll have more work 
cut out for us," he said in a telephone 
interview. 
Meanwhile, at a news conference, 
Carter said “the primary threat in this 
next four years is with continued 
unemployment ....” 
He said he is almost certain he will 
recommend action to get the economy 
moving again soon after he takes office 
on Jan. 20. 
"The likelihood is the economy will 
need help,” Carter said. But he added 
he will wait until about Jan. I before 
deciding what kind of help he will 
recommend, and how much. 
In the meantime, he said he and his 
staff will be developing "contingency 
plans" to have ready when he does 
decide. 
(’arter has said previously he would 
consider tax reductions, special job- 
creating program s or both. His 
economic advisers appear to favor tax 
cuts, but some key congressional 
Democrats are arguing for jobs pro­ 
grams. 
At his news conference in Plains, 
Ga., on Friday, there were these other 
C arter statem ents on economic 
themes: 
—He appointed Atlanta banker 
Thomas Bertram "B elt" I-ance, 45, 
director of the Office of Management 
and Budget. 1-ance, a long-time Carter 
friend and associate, thus became the 
President-elect’s first major economic 
appointee.

Takeovers 
CULIACAN, 
Mexico

— 
Mexico’s new president, Jose I-opez 
Portillo, has invited landowners from 
Sinaloa state to meet with him in 
Mexico City in an effort to mediate 
their dispute with landless peasants 
who have invaded their farms. 
At the same time Sinaloa Gov. 
Alfonso G. Calderon said he will visit 
today with the militant peasants, who 
are demanding the land for them­ 
selves, and will ask them to end the 
takeover of private farms and allow 
work to return to normal. 
Calderon told reporters at an airport 
news conference Friday he had been 
assured during a visit to Mexico City 
that the new administration of Presi­ 
dent I-opez Portillo “is going to resolve 
all the petitions for land presented by 
the campesinos (peasants)." 
The squatters, whose number has 
been put at anything from 3,200 to 
9,000, began moving onto about 100,000 
acres of land Wednesday, the day 
Lopez Portillo was installed as 
president, 
succeeding 
Luis 
Echeverria. 
Spokesmen for the landowners said 
the campesinos hijacked tractors, cut 
off irrigation and blocked roads to 
farm markets. They said the squatters 
were armed with shotguns, rifles and 
machetes. 
Two farm ers, brothers Jorge and 
Julio Andujo, were reported held for 
four hours before being released 
unharmed by a band of peasants. 
Calderon said he would go into the 
fields and try to convince the cam ­ 
pesino leaders “to desist from this 
activity and permit the farmers to 
work normally.”

Gilm ore Execution Delayed Again 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - Con­ 
victed 
killer Gary Gilmore, 
who 
received an unwanted U.S. Supreme 
Court stay from his Monday morning 
execution, may be brought to trial on a 
second murder charge, his prosecutor 
says. 
Gilmore’s stay, the third in a month 
and requested by his ailing mother, 
came Friday when the Supreme Court 
voted 6-3 to delay the firing-squad 
execution that Gilmore has repeatedly 
said he wants. 
It was not certain how long the 
Supreme Court’s action would delay 
G ilm ore’s 
execution, 
though 
a 
deadline of Tuesday at 5 p.m. EST was 
set for the state to respond. 
Within hours after the Supreme 
(burt delayed the execution. Utah 
County Atty. Noah Wootton said he 
probably would begin proceedings 
next week to bruig Gilmore to trial on a 
murder charge in the shooting death of 
Max David Jensen. The Brigham 
Young University law student was 
killed last July during a gas-station 
robbery. 
The prosecutor has expressed 
concern over a Utah law which 
requires that executions take place 
between 30 and 60 days after sen­ 
tencing and feared a court might 
release Gilmore, who was first sen­ 
tenced Oct. 7. 
Gilmore, who turned 36 today and 
has said he wants to die rather than 
spend the rest of his life behind bars, 
was charged with Jensen's death the 
same time he was charged in the 
shooting death of Bennie Bushnell, a 


Provo motel clerk. 
Prior to the higher court’s an­ 
nouncement on the petition by Bessie 
Gilmore, the Utah Supreme Court 
rejected her petition by a 4-1 vote. 
Utah’s top court and a federal ap­ 
peals court on Friday also upheld state 
efforts to prevent reporters from in­ 
terviewing Gilmore. 
The decisions came in rejections of 
lower-court orders allowing reporters 
access to the death-row inmate. 
Ronald Stanger, hired last week as 
Gilmore’s attorney, visited Gilmore 
shortly after the court’s decision and 
quoted him as saying: 
"I wish my mother, the niggers and 
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sons of bitches would butt out of my 
life. It s none of their business." 


Mrs. 
Gilm ore, 
who 
lives 
in 
Milwaukie, a suburb of Portand, Ore., 
entered the case through the I/egal 
Defense Fund of the NAACP, an oppo­ 
nent of capital punishm ent. The 
organization 
fears 
G ilm ore’s 
execution could hasten the executions 
of the nation’s 400 other death-row 
ululates, many of whom are black. 


Utah Deputy Atty. Gen. Robert 
Hansen, who is U tah’s attorney 
general-elect and a proponent 
of 
capital punishment, said the court 
might take up to 30 days to decide 
whether there should be a full review. 


Hansen said a full review might tie 
up the case a year or two. If the court 
eventually strikes down Utah’s death 
statute, Hansen said Gilmore would 
have to be sentenced to life in prison. 


If Gilmore’s execution is delayed 
past Friday, Robert Excell White of 
Texas, scheduled to die then, could 
become the first person executed in the 
United States since 1967. However, an 
appeal of White’s case is pending 
before the U.S. Supreme Court.

WHERE THERE S SMOKE 
More questions about fire detectors 
for Christmas presents are coming in. 
The following is more information 
from 
Judy 
Weasel, 
Extension 
Management .Specialist 
Perhaps one of the home accidents 
most feared by homeowners today is 
the 
residential 
fire. 
Many 
homeowners, to help protect them­ 
selves from this type of accident, are 
installing residential smoke detectors 
A new UL Standard for Safety for 
Smoke Detectors of this type was 
published in January of 1976, and 
requirements are effective July 5, 
1977. This Standard for Safety for 
Single and Multiple Station Smoke 
Detectors, UL 217, covers electrically 
operated smoke detectors which are 
intended for installation in accordance 
with the Standard of the National Fire 
Protection Association, NFPA No. 74, 
Household Fire Warning Equipment. 
Single station smoke detectors, as 
defined in this Standard for Safety, are 
self-contained fire alarm devices 
composed of a smoke chamber, alarm 
sounding appliance, and provision for 
connection to a power supply source. A 
supplementary heat detector may be 
included as part of the appliance, and 
the detector may be connected to an 
audible signaling appliance or ac­ 
cessory at a location which is remote 
from the detector itself. Multiple 
station units are single station 
detectors which may be either inter­ 
connected or connected to remote 
thermostats. 
Once installed, consumers may 
become almost unaware that the 
smoke detector is there. Therefore, if 
the detector malfunctions in some 
way, the homeowner may be living 
with a false sense of security that the 
alarm will still sound, should there be 
a fire. For this reason, UL listed smoke 
detectors are tested to ascertain that 
failure of a critical component, in­ 
cluding a battery, or any malfunction 
of the wiring connected to the unit, will 


result in an audible trouble signal from 
the detector This trouble signal must 
be produced at least once every minute 
few a minimum of seven consecutive 
days 
During the UL tests, smoke detec­ 
tors are exposed to such common 
household conditions as varying 
temperatures;, humidity, dust 
and 
vibration Unless a detector is visibly 
and clearly marked Do Not Paint", 
the unit is tested after it has been 
painted over as might be expected in a 
normal use corxfttion The detector 
must then operate in a normal man­ 
ner. and must comply with the 
requirements of a sensitivity test if the 
assembly, screens, openings, etc are 
likely to be clogged or covered by 
painting 
Instructions for installation must be 
included with each detector, as well as 
other directions for me. For instance, 
users must be told about some of the 
most significant hazards against 
which the smoke detectors may not be 
effective, such as smoking in bed 
A PRODUCT WHICH WORKS 
BY HAND - OH UNMANNED 
UL has recently listed, as the first of 
ta kind, a 16 pound multipurpose fire 
extinguisher which may be used either 
automatically or manually, The ex­ 
tinguisher acts automatically when the 
temperature near the extinguisher 
reaches ISO degrees F. but a person 
can also operate it simply by pulling 
the safety pm and depressing the 
operating lever. The agent used in the 
extinguisher 
is 
an 
ammonium 
phosphate base dry chemical; it is 
pressurized with nitrogen to 19S 
pounds per square inch. 
The extinguisher is intended for wall 
mounting, S feet about a floor, in a 
room no larger than 800 cubic feet The 
room must be draft-free and com­ 
pletely closed. The extinguisher is not 
usually suitable for normally occupied 
rooms of a residence, unless facilities 
for quick exit are available. The room 
may range in temperature from minus 
40 degrees F to plus 120 degrees F and 
the extinguisher must still operate 
within that temperature spun 
When a fire is present, the ac­ 
companying abnormal nae in room 
tem perature will cause a heat- 
responsive bellows element to operate, 
and when the room temperature 
reaches about 150 degrees, the bellows 
expands to a point that the valve stem 
is forced down into an open position. 
The dry chemical is then discharged 
through the valve and deflector 
assembly. 
The extinguisher is suitable for use 
on fires involving ordinary com­ 
bustibles, flammable liquids, or 
electrical equipment. 
NEW RESOURCES 
"The Silent Guardians’’ 
Underwriters laboratories has just 
released a new film on electrical 
safety featuring nationally famous TV 
newswoman, Nancy Dickerson. The 
film, "The Silent Guardians," centers 
around UL’s testing of electrical 
equipment, and particularly home 
appliances.

This 16mm movie 
also explains how UL’s work coor­ 
dinates with the work of legally 
authorized inspection authorities and 
the National Electrical Code.

Ohio scientists hav e discov ered a 
direct commu nications link between 
two completely different species of 
insects. Dr. L, Ft. Nau lt, a research 
entomologist at the Ohio Agricu ltu ral 
Research and Dev elopment Center, 
Wooster, reported the findings at the 
annu al meeting of the Entomological 
Society of America. 
Nau lt said that ants can intercept 
chemical “ messages” from certain 
species of aphids and respond by 
scu rry ing to defend the aphids from 
attack by predator insects; The Ohio 
scientist ex plained that aphids (small, 
soft-bodied insects which feed on 
plants) are especially v u lnerable to 
attack by predators. They hav e bu ilt-in 
natu ral defense mechanism which 
Nau lt and sev eral of his co-workers 
identified sev eral y ears ago. When 
aphids are u nder attack, they release 
tiny 
droplets 
of 
an 
“ alarm 
pheromone,” a chemical sensed by 
other aphids in the area cau sing them 
to take immediate escape action. 
Certain species of ants and aphids 
hav e established a u niqu e relationship 
that appears to be mu tu ally beneficial. 
It has long been recognized that ants 
“tend” colonies of some aphid species, 
feeding on an aphid secretion which is 
known as “honey -dew.” 
Recent stu dies bv Nau lt, OARDC 
post-doctoral associate M.E. Mont­ 
gomery , and New York entomologist 


W. S. Bowers, showed that the ants 
tending aphids are prime defenders of 
the aphids. 


Nau lt said laboratory stu dies con­ 
firmed that the ants sense alarm 
pheromone secreted by the aphids and 
respond immediately by attacking and 
driv ing off predator insects. Unlike 
aphid species which are not attended 
by ants, anti-associated species 
respond weakly to alarm pheromone 
and become almost totally dependent 
u pon ants for protection. The Ohio 
scientist interpreted the stu dies as a 
clear dem onstration that aphids 
chemically commu nicate with ants 
and that the commu nication may be a 
key factor in maintaining the mu tu ally 
beneficial association between the two 
species. 


The team of entomologists has also 
deciphered the chemical makeu p of 
the alarm pheromone and du plicated it 
sy nthetically . They feel the sy nthetic 
pheromone may in the fu tu re play a 
role in protecting v alu able plants 
against aphids with less reliance on 
chemical pesticides.

The target lev els represent prices 
u sed by USDA in compu ting whether 
farm ers will get direct gov ernment 
pay ments. If cash market prices fall 
below the target lev els for a specific 
period du ring the crop y ear, then 
pay ments are au thorized to make u p 
the difference. 


Althou gh au thorized in the 1973 farm 
act, so-called deficiency pay ments 
hav e not been made becau se market 
prices hav e ex ceeded the targets.

Produ cers are inclu ding 
the grass in their forage programs 
becau se of its wide adaptation to soil 
conditions, produ ctiv ity , persistence, 
response to fertilization, and ease of 
management. 


Repotting du ring a sy mposiu m on 
tall fescu e at scientific meetings here 
this week, R. W. Van Keu ren, an 
agronomist at the Ohio Agricu ltu ral 
Research and Dev elopment Center, 
said tall fescu e has gained greater 
acceptance for breeding and lactating 
beef cows than for dairy cattle and 
sheep. This is primarily becau se beef 
cows hav e lower critical nu trient 
requ irements than do dairy cattle or 
sheep and are concentrated in areas 
(central and sou thern U.S.) Where tall 
fescu e grows well. 


Van Keu ren said tall fescu e u sed for 
su mmer grazing of beef cow-calf herds 
shou ld be seeded with a legu me (su ch 
as ladino clov er) for higher calf daily 
gains, weaning weights, grades, and 
better cow conception rates. Creep 
feeding 
(su ch 
as 
su pplem ental 
cracked shelled com and crimped 
oats i partially compensates for any 
lack of legu mes in pu re stands of tall 
fescu e, bu t does not appear necessary 
in good qu ality grass-legu me pastu res. 


Stu dies hav e shown that tall fescu e is 
ou tstanding in wintering programs for 
beef cows in northern and central 
regions of the cou ntry . The grass is 
produ ctiv e and v ery acceptable to the 
liv estock du ring this period and 
withstands treading damage du ring 
winter feeding. In northern states su ch 
as Ohio and Indiana, setting aside a 
field for wintering is probably the best 
practice, harv esting sev eral hay crops 
and field-storing for feeding to su p­ 
plement the fall and winter regrowth. 
With good qu ality hay , particu larly if a 
legu me is inclu ded, Van Keu ren said 
grain and protein su pplements nor­ 
mally wou ld not be needed, ex cept for 
y ou ng cows. Tall fescu e can also fit 
well into y ear-arou nd forage programs 
for beef cows - and probably best when 
alternated with other grass species. 


Tall fescu e is u sed to only a v ery 
limited ex tent for sheep as su mmer 
pastu re, with somewhat more ac­ 
ceptance for winter grazing or winter 
feed programs. Van Keu ren said 
research indicates that with proper 
m anagem ent and when u sed in 
combination with legu mes, tall fescu e 
is a better grass for sheep for winter 
pastu re than generally recognized. 
Dairy men considering u sing tall 


fescu e for 
lactating 
cows 
shou ld 
consider the limitations of the grass as 
a dairy forage, as well as its desirable 
characteristics. Van Keu ren believ es 
its major limitation is lower intake 
resu lting in redu ced milk produ ction. 
He 
conclu ded 
that 
pastu re 
management is critically important to 
maintaining the forage in a nu tritional 
and palatable stage for lactating cows, 
and to maintain a legu me in the stand.

But if market prices are below the 
loan rate, farmers generally do not 
repay the loan. In such cases the 
government assumes ownership of the 
commodities and cancels the farmer’s 
obligation. 
The secretary of agriculture has 
administrative leeway in setting the 
loan rates, which he does not have with 
regard to targets. For 1977 the wheat 
loan rate is$2.25 a bushel; com $1.50 a 
bushel, and cotton about 42.6 cents a 
pound. 
The 1977 rates will be subject to 
review by the new administration and 
Congress take up new legislation to 
replace the over-all 1973 farm act, 
which will expire with next year’s 
crops.

Teenagers, and Ohio 4-H ers are no 
exception, handle a surprisingly large 
amount of money during the year 
Clothing, recreation, school expenses, 
gifts are some of the major uses these 
young citizens have for their money.

3. Knowing how and when to buy is

Comparing different 
brands, reading labels, and asking 
salespeople for information provide a 
factual approach to your purchases. 
4. Figuring the cart means con­ 
sidering how to pay, whether by check, 
charge account, or time payments. 
The cost of time, upkeep, and service 
is another factor to check. 
5. Knowing where to find reliable 
information involves being familiar 
with sources of consumer information 
including pamphlets, magazines, 
radio, television, stores, manufac­ 
turers, and books. 
6. Saving the Labels makes it possible 
to have the greatest possible service 
and satisfaction because you have the 
information to give the proper care 
and maintenance. 


Can you prevent apples and bananas 
from turning brown after they are 
peeled? The answer is yes. If you 
sprinkle the fruit with lemon juice, 
pineapple juice or a salt solution it will 
not turn dark. 
4-H members doing the “Trick for 
Treats” project experiment with the 
fruit to see for themselves how 
darkening is prevented. This is only 
one of the food experiments members 
can do to learn about food preparation. 
The “Tricks for Treats” project is 
for beginning 4-H members. They 
learn the “4-4-3-2 Magic Formula” for 
good nutrition and try to practice good 
eating habits as they choose foods 
from basic four food groups. 
“Tricks for Treats" contains helpful 
hints for measuring ingredients, 
nutritious recipes, food buying tips, 
and information about serving, setting 
the table and cleaning up after eating. 
4-H’ers learn by doing by making such 
foods as apple crisp, fruit kabobs, drop 
biscuits, cinnamon toast, cocoa, and 
plain and fancy puddings. 
i^ast year over 2,200 boys and girls 
did the “Tricks for Treats" project in 
4-H. There are eighteen other foods 
projects from which to choose. Contact 
the Cooperative Extension Service 
office in Pickaway County for in­ 
formation or talk with a 4-H advisor or 
member in your community. The 4-H 
program is conducted by The Ohio 
State University and is open to all 
youth between age 9 and 19.

Producers Take Closer 
Look At Tall Fescue

Tall fescue, a controversial forage 
grass in recent years, is gainmg 
greater use by livestock producers - 
despite its generally low palatability 
and intake. Producers are including 
the grass in their forage programs 
because of its wide adaptation to soil 
conditions, productivity, persistence, 
response to fertilization, and ease of 
management 


Reporting during a symposium on 
tall fescue at scientific meetings here 
this week. R. W. Van Keuren, an 
agronomist at the Ohio Agricultural 
Research and Development Center, 
said tall fescue has gained greater 
acceptance for breeding and lactating 
beef cows than for dairy cattle and 
slieep This is primarily because beef 
cows have lower critical nutrient 
requirements than do dairy cattle or 
sheep and are concentrated in areas 
< central and southern U.S.) Where UU 
fescue grows well. 


Van Keuren said UU fescue used for 
summer grazing of beef cow-calf herds 
should be seeded with a legume (such 
as ladino clover) for higher calf daily 
gains, weaning weights, grades, and 
better cow conception rates. Creep 
feeding 
(such 
as supplemental 
cracked shelled com and crimped 
oats) partially compensates for any 
lack of legumes in pure sUnds of UU 
fescue, but does not appear necessary 
in good quality grass-legume pastures. 


.Studies have shown that UU fescue is 
outsUnding in wintering programs for 
beef cows in northern and central 
regions of the country. The grass is 
productive and very accepuble to the 
livestock during this period and 
withstands treading damage during 
winter feeding. In northern states such 
as Ohio and Indiana, setting aside a 
field for wintering is probably the best 
practice, harvesting several hay crops 
and field-storing for feeding to sup­ 
plement the fall and winter regrowth. 
With good quality hay, particularly if a 
legume is included, Van Keuren said 
grain and protein supplements nor­ 
mally would not be needed, except for 
young cows. Tall fescue can also fit 
well into year-around forage programs 
for beef cows - and probably best when 
alternated with other grass species. 


Tall fescue is used to only a very 
limited extent for sheep as summer 
pasture, with somewhat more ac­ 
ceptance for winter grazing or winter 
feed programs. Van Keuren said 
research indicates that with proper 
management and when used in 
combination with legumes, UU fescue 
is a better grass for sheep for winter 
pasture than generally recognized. 
Dairymen considering using tall 


fescue for lariating cows should 
consider the limitations of the grass as 
a dairy forage, as well as its desirable 
characteristics. Van Keuren believes 
its major limitation is lower inUke 
lesulting in reduced milk production. 
He 
concluded 
that 
pasture 
management is critically important to 
maintaining the forage in a nutritional 
and palatable sUge for lactating cows, 
and to mainUin a legume in the sUnd.

“Needless to say , we rejected it," 
smiled Dash, who heads one of the 
cou ntry ’s most prestigiou s greeting 
card concerns, the American .Artists 
Grou p 
"People are ex tremely carefu l at 
Christmas time abou t the k ind of cards 
they send ou t. Some people lik e hu mor 
- bu t, more than at any season, they 
are afraid of treading on good taste. 
That’s why the mak ers of Stu dio Cards 
don’t do well at Christmas. Folk s who 
bay dou ble-entendre cards for all other 
occasions of the y ear su ddenly become 
conserv ativ e in December. Sex and 
v iolence and dou ble meanings are ou t 
for Qiristmas 
“In fact, some q u ite amu sing and 
innocent cards are rejected becau se 
the sty le of the artwork su ggests that 
may be there’s a hidden meaning there 
that's offensiv e - and they ’re afraid 
they ’v e missed it.” 
This doesn’t mean that we won’t be 
getting plenty of fu nny cards this 
season. Two hot items in the cu rrent 
line are Whistler’s Mother (with the 
face of a deer, and k nitting a Christ­ 
mas stock ing with hoov es instead of 
hands), and in the Bicentennial spirit, 
there’s Washington crossing the 
Delaware, with reindeer at the oars. 
“Bu t the card that still sells best, 
and perhaps alway s will,” say s Dash, 
“is the well-painted q u iet cou ntry 
scene. To u rban dwellers, the idea of 
Christmas in the cou ntry is a Heav en 
they hope to go to some day .” 
Will Americans send ou t as many 
cards this Christmas as they hav e in 
the past9 
“That’s an iffy q u estion. People are 
beginning to realize that the high 
postage rates mak e card-sending in 
large nu mbers a definite lu x u ry . Ev en 
thou gh they postponed the stamp price 
increase tUl after Christmas in 1975, 
people limited their lists. 
"This y ear, we’re noticing an in­ 
crease in Christmas orders, bu t that’s 
probably becau se American Artists is 
a top of the mark et line - ou r cu stomers 
are people who basically can afford to 
send cards, regardless of price. And 
we may be benefitting from some of 
the other greeting card mak ers going 
ou t of bu siness. Hallmark , one of the 
biggest, for ex ample, has gone ou t of 
the personalized Christmas card 
mark et after last y ear. They fou nd it 
didn't pay ." 
Is there a trend away from the 
name-imprinted card? I’v e heard 
some people say that it’s •cold" and 


“impersonal" to send cards with 
names factory -printed after the 
message. 
"That's a strange phenomenon, in 
my opinion," Dash say s. 
“Many 
Americans seem to feel that way . 
Instead of hav ing their names printed 
on the card, they hav e their names and 
addresses u nprinted on the env elopes. 
A sort of my stiq u e has been bu ilt u p 
which say s it is warmer to scrawl y ou r 
name at the bottom of the card. I don’t 
object to it - 1 ju st think it's strange . . . 
• When y ou hav e y ou r name printed 
on the card, y ou hav e the strength to 
write in a little personal message. 
Now, all y ou can do, u nless y ou ’re 
going to su ffer writer’s cramp, is write 
in y ou r name. 
“It becomes a simple matter of how 
y ou want to allocate y ou r time and 
energy . Personally , I’d rather hav e 
my name printed, and write in a 
personal ‘lov e’ or We’re think ing of 
y ou .' ” 
Dash's company was formed 40 
y ears ago with the ex press pu rpose of 
offering professional artists an op­ 
portu nity to mak e a decent liv ing. 
“We conceiv ed the idea that greeting 
cards shou ld be fine art - and that fine 
artists need a break . Artists are k nown 
to starv e, y ou k now. So the A m e r iran 
Artirts Grou p was fou nded du ring the

Hu ntington’s disease afflicts a 
member of my family . It is part of my 
professional, as well as my personal, 
concern. I am activ ely engaged with 
the Commission for the Control of 
Hu ntington’s Disease and Its Con­ 
seq u ences. 
It is u rgent that this long-neglected 
disease be brou ght to the attention of 
the pu blic. Will y ou help? 
Dr.N.S. W.,Md. 
Dear Dr. W.: 
When Congress created the Com­ 
mission for the Control of Hu ntington’s 
Disease and Its Conseq u ences a 
v ehicle of hope was established. 
Su ddenly , a flimsy pray er was 
conv erted into forcefu l reality . It is 
hoped that medical edu cation of the 
lak y will now giv e a sou nd stru ctu re to 
this problem, to the early recognition 
of the disease and to its prev ention and 
cu re. 
Hu ntington’s disease, prev iou sly 
k nown as “Hu ntington’s Chorea," was 
first recognized and described by an 
American doctor, George Hu ntington, 
more than a hu ndred y ears ago. 
He has been honored for his brilliant 
observ ations of this disease which 
bears his name. Now, it is hoped he 
will be ev en more greatly honored 
when scientists, work ing in coor­ 
dination with the Commission, find a 
m eans of cu ring and prev enting 


popu larizing good art, and creating 
income for those who produ ce it. 
“We nev er accept, for ou r cards, the 
work of amateu rs. They mu st be fu ll­ 
tim e trained professionals,” say s 
Dash. “This means that we hav e 
tu rned down some interesting work . 
Grandma Moses, for ex ample. She 
tried to sell u s paintings for Christmas 
cards, bu t we had to reject her. 
Ex cellent as her primitiv es are, we 
had to stick to ou r credo. And she was 
an amateu r, not dependent for a liv ing 
on her work s.” 
The cu stomers for artist-produ ced 
greeting cards are u niq u e. 
“Some of ou r clients don't change 
their greeting card selections. Year 
after y ear, they send ou t the same 
card. You don't change y ou r paintings 
ev ery Christmas, do y ou ? Then why 
change y ou r greetings? If there’s a 
lov ely card y ou lik e, y ou may as well 
stick with it.” 
Some artist contribu tors to Dash’s 
grou p net as mu ch as $20,000 a y ear on 
card reprodu ctions of their paintings - 
“and they still own the paintings. In 
fact, it is ty pical that once a painting 
has been reprodu ced on a card, the 
v alu e of the original canv as dou bles. 
This is, of cou rse, a marv elou s help for 
stru ggling artists.” 
Ev en nonstru gglers benefit, thou gh 
they can be ex asperating sometimes. 
“The famou s ones - Andrew Wy eth, for 
ex ample - nev er reply to ou r letters. 
We k eep sending Wy eth check s and 
req u ests for more paintings we can 
reprodu ce. He cashes the check s, bu t 
forgets abou t the paintings u ntil we 
really get after him.” 
Ah, bik that’s Chri&mas for y ou . 
Most people are bu sy spending money 
at Christmas. Bu t others are bu sy 
mak ing it . . .

Hu ntington’s disease. 
The disorder is now accepted as 
hav ing a hereditary basis. The sy mp­ 
toms of this ty pe of Chorea (a word 
tak en from the Greek , meaning 
“dance” ) are forms of u ncontrollable 
twisting, jerk ing and pu rposeless 
mov ements. 
Unfortu nately , sy mptoms do not 
become apparent u ntil the patient is 
past 35 y ears of age. By this time, 
people with this genetic defect may 
hav e u nk nowingly passed on this 
hereditary disease to one or more 
children. It rarely strik es in childhood. 
The wide range of sy mptoms and 
personality v ariations often mak e it 
difficu lt for the ex act diagnosis of 
Hu ntington’s disease to be established. 
It is hoped that the newly created 
Commission will, throu gh research, 
discov er 
some 
bio-chemical 
or 
microscopic test that will establish the 
diagnosis early in life and prev ent the 
personal and family catastrophe of 
this disease. 
Woodrow Wilson Gu thrie, well 
k nown as Woody Gu thrie, balladeer, 
folk singer and poet, was afflicted with 
Hu ntington’s disease. To Woody , and 
thou sands of less prestigiou s bu t ju st 
as cou rageou s su fferers of this 
neu rological disease, we owe the 
su pport and encou ragement necessary 
to eradicate it.

SEW YORK - On ti* wall of Martin 
Dash's office in lower Manhattan, 
there is a framed picture of the interior 
of an El-A] Israeli jet 
A pregnant woman in flowing robes 
is waiting patiently, while a bearded 
riiepherd holds a gun to the pilot's 
head 
A 
caption 
beneath 
reads: 
'•Jerusalem — or else!*’ 
This picture is heavy stuff Funny, 
yes. Sacrilegious, quite. 
“Needless to say, we rejected it," 
smiled Dash, who heads one of the 
country's most prestigious greeting 
card concerns, the American Artists 
Group 
“People are extremely careful at 
Christmas time about the kind of cards 
they send oil Some people like humor 
• but, more than at any season, they 
are afraid of treading on good taste. 
That's why the makers of Studio Cards 
don't do well at Christmas Folks who 
bay double-entendre cards for all other 
occasions of the year suddenly become 
conservative in December. Sex and 
violence and double meanings are out 
for Christmas. 
“In fact, some quite amusing and 
innocent cards are rejected because 
the style of the artwork suggests that 
maybe there s a hidden meaning there 
that's offensive - and they’re afraid 
they’ve missed it." 
This doesn't mean that we won’t be 
getting plenty of funny cards this 
season Two hot items in the current 
line are Whistler’s Mother (with the 
face of a deer, and knitting a Christ­ 
mas stocking with hooves instead of 
hands), and in the Bicentennial spirit, 
there’s Washington crossing the 
Delaware, with reindeer at the oars. 
“But the card that still sells best, 
and perhaps always will," says Dash, 
“is the well-painted quiet country 
scene. To urban dwellers, the idea of 
Christmas in the country is a Heaven 
they hope to go to some day." 
Will Americans send out as many 
cards this Christmas as they have in 
the past0 
“That’s an iffy question. People are 
beginning to realize that the high 
postage rates make card-sending in 
large numbers a definite luxury. Even 
though they postponed the stamp price 
increase till after Christmas in 1975, 
people limited their lists. 
“'ITiis year, we’re noticing an in­ 
crease in Christmas orders, big that’s 
probably because American Artists is 
a top of the market line - our customers 
are people who basically can afford to 
send cards, regardless of price. And 
we may be benefitting from some of 
the other greeting card makers going 
out of business. Hallmark, one of the 
biggest, for example, has gone out of 
the personalized Christmas card 
market after last year. They found it 
didn t pay.” 
Is there a trend away from the 
name-imprinted card? I’ve heard 
some people say that it’s “cold" and 


‘ impersonal" to send cards with 
names factory-printed after the 
message 
“That’s a strange phenomenon, in 
my opinion," Dash 
says. 
* Many 
Americans seem to feel that way. 
Instead of having their names printed 
on the card, they have their names and 
addresses imprinted on the envelopes 
A sort of mystique has been built up 
which says it is warmer to scrawl your 
name at the bottom of the card. I don't 
object to it -1 just think it's strange . . . 
“When you have your name printed 
on the card, you have the strength to 
write rn a little personal message. 
Now, all you can do, unless you’re 
going to suffer writer's cramp, is write 
in your name 
“It becomes a simple matter of how 
you want to allocate your time and 
energy. Personally, I’d rather have 
my name printed, and write in a 
personal love' or We're thinking of 
you.' " 
Dash's company was formed 40 
years ago with the express purpose of 
offering professional artists an op­ 
portunity to make a decent living. 
“We conceived the idea that greeting 
cards should be fine art • and that fine 
artists need a break. Artists are known 
to starve, you know. So the American 
Artists Group was founded during the 
depression for the two-fold purpose of

“We never accept, for our cards, the 
work of amateurs They must be full­ 
tim e trained professionals," says 
Dash. “This means that we have 
turned down some interesting work. 
Grandma Moses, for example. She 
tried to sell us paintings for Christmas 
cards, but we had to reject her. 
Excellent as her primitives are, we 
had to stick to our credo And she was 
an amateur, not dependent for a living 
on her works." 
The customers for artist-produced 
greeting cards are unique 
“Some of our clients don't change 
their greeting card selections. Year 
after year, they send oi* the same 
card. You don t change your paintings 
every Christmas, do you? Then why 
change your greetings0 If there s a 
lovely card you like, you may as well 
stick with it." 
Some artist conto big©rs to Dash’s 
group net as much as $20,000 a year on 
card reproductions of their paintings • 
“and they still own the paintings In 
fact, it is typical that once a painting 
has been reproduced on a card, the 
value of the original canvas doubles. 
This is, of course, a marvelous help for 
.struggling artists." 
Even nonstrugglers benefit, though 
they can be exasperating sometimes. 
“The famous ones - Andrew Wyeth, for 
example - never reply to our letters. 
We keep sending Wyeth checks and 
requests for more paintings we can 
reproduce. He cashes the checks, but 
forgets about the paintings until we 
really get after him.” 
Ah, but that’s Christmas for you. 
Most people are busy spending money 
at Christmas.

Huntington’s disease afflicts a 
member of my family. It is part of my 
professional, as well as my personal, 
concern. I am actively engaged with 
the Commission for the Control of 
Huntington’s Disease and Its Con­ 
sequences. 
It is urgent that this long-neglected 
disease be brought to the attention of 
the public. Will you help? 
Dr. N. S. W., Md. 
Dear Dr. W.: 
When Congress created the Com­ 
mission for the Control of Huntington’s 
Disease and Its Consequences a 
vehicle of hope was established. 
Suddenly, a flimsy prayer was 
converted into forceful reality. It is 
hoped that medical education of the 
laity will now give a sound structure to 
this problem, to the early recognition 
of the disease and to its prevention and 
cure. 
Huntington’s disease, previously 
known as “Huntington’s Chorea,” was 
first recognized and described by an 
American doctor, George Huntington, 
more than a hundred years ago. 
He has been honored for his brilliant 
observations of this disease which 
bears his name. Now, it is hoped he 
will be even more greatly honored 
when scientists, working in coor­ 
dination with the Commission, find a 
m eans of curing and preventing 


Huntington’s disease. 
The disorder is now accepted as 
having a hereditary basis. The symp­ 
toms of this type of Chorea (a word 
taken from the Greek, meaning 
“dance” ) are forms of uncontrollable 
twisting, jerking and purposeless 
movements. 
Unfortunately, symptoms do not 
become apparent until the patient is 
past 35 years of age. By this time, 
people with this genetic defect may 
have unknowingly passed on this 
hereditary disease to one or more 
children. It rarely strikes in childhood. 
The wide range of symptoms and 
personality variations often make it 
difficult for the exact diagnosis of 
Huntington’s disease to be established. 
It is hoped that the newly created 
Commission will, through research, 
discover 
some 
bio-chemical 
or 
microscopic test that will establish the 
diagnosis early in life and prevent the 
personal and family catastrophe of 
this disease. 
Woodrow Wilson Guthrie, well 
known as Woody Guthrie, balladeer, 
folk singer and poet, was afflicted with 
Huntington’s disease. To Woody, and 
thousands of less prestigious but just 
as courageous sufferers of this 
neurological disease, we owe the 
support and encouragement necessary 
to eradicate it.

To help prev ent the needless ac­ 
cumulatio n o f film cartridges and 
canisters at Dead I setter Offices, the 
fo llo wing tips are suggested. 
Film cartridges and canisters sho uld 
be placed in sturdy env elo pes to 
withstand handling while in the mail 
pro cessing sy stem . The env elo pe 
sho uld be bo ldly marked “ Hand 
Cancel” o n bo th the fro nt and back o f 
the env elo pe. 
The use o f padded mailing env elo pes 
o r small carto ns is reco mmended 
when a number o f films are being sent 
to the same pro cesso r.

Saturday accident 
Take Precautions 
W hen M ailin g Film 


Perhaps at no other time than 
Christmas is a camera so precious to a 
family in 
recording 
permanent 
memories of the occasion. 
Certain precautions must be taken 
when sending film through the mail. 
To help prevent the needless ac­ 
cumulation of film cartridges and 
canisters at Dead lietter Offices, the 
following tips are suggested. 
Film cartridges and canisters should 
be placed in sturdy envelopes to 
withstand handling while in the mail 
processing system. The envelope 
should be boldly marked “ Hand 
Cancel" on both the front and back of 
the envelope. 
The use of padded mailing envelopes 
or small cartons is recommended 
when a number of films are being sent 
to the same processor. The address 
side of the carton must measure at 
least 3V* inches by 5 inches. It is 
essential that the name and address of 
the sender be included on the outside 
as well as inside the envelope or 
carton. 
A pre-printed return address label or 
a strip of adhesive tape bearing the 
sender's name and address should be 
Affixed directly on the film cartridge 
or canister.

Supreme Court ruled the state’s death 
penalty was consitutional, the court 
has set electrocution dates for four 
men. All four are being appealed. 
There are 62 persons on death row in 
Ohio, Ratchford said.
